MONTGOMERY, April &,—-The 
Goodwyn income tax amendment 
passed the Senate 22 to 18 yester- 
day and will be submitted to the 
electorate in mid-July for ratifica- 
tion or rejection, 

The final vote ended a bitter 
fight of two hours in which oppo- 
nents of the proposal were unsuc- 
cessful in their efforts to amend 
the measure and foree its return 
to the House for concurrence’ 
move whieh even administration 
leaders said probably would have 
killed the bill if it had sueceeded, 

The measure provides for an in- 
come tax ranging from one to five 
per cent on individuals and a flat 
three per cent rate on corporations, 
Single persons are allowed a $1,500 
exemption, and married persons 
are allowed $8,000, with an addi 
tional $800 exemption for all de- 
pendentg under the age of 18. If 
ratified it would include the in- 
comes of State, county and city 
officials and employes, 

Throughout the fight the admin- 
istration held together 22 yotes— 
just one above the 21 needed to 
pass constitutional amendments.

As explained by Senator Norris, 
the legislation will largely embrace 
his oft-rejected plan for Govern 
ment operation of Muscle Shoals. 

Expecting increased employment 
to result, the President said the 
proposed ‘valley authority” should 
have for its duty ‘rehabilitation of 
the Muscle Shoals development 
and the coordination of jt with 
the wider plan,” 

The bill Norris will introduce to 
morrow will provide for a Tennes- 
see Valley authority or board of 
three to be named by the President 
to supervise the entire Tennessee 
development scheme, including the 
Shoals phase, 

The board would have power to 
issue bonds to aid in carrying out 
the project, the bonds to be secur- 
ed in part by proceeds from the 
sale of power, but backed in their 
entirety by the Government. An 
initial appropriation to get the 
work started also will be asked. 

The board would be authorized 
to operate the power and nitrate 
plants at the Shoals and to con- 
tract with commercial producers 
for production of fertilizer. 

The board would be authorized 
to sell the surplus power not used 
in .operation of locks and other 
works to states, counties, munici- 
palities, and others, 

The last Norris bill, whieh the 
new one will follow closely, de- 
clared in this connection: “It is 
hereby declared to be the policy 
of the Government, so far as prac: 
tical, to distribute the surplus 
power equitably among the States, 
counties, and municipalities within 
transmission distance of Muscle 
Shoals.” 

The bill of Chairman MeSwain, 
of the House military committee, 
will be similar to a measure intro- 
duced by him last March. Like 
Norris’s plan, his bill creates a Ten- 
nessee Valley authority, with pow- 
er to sell $100,000,000 in 40-year, 
four per cent bonds. 

Out of the proceeds would come 
the cost of building the Cove Creek 
Dam. 

The governing board would op- 
erate or lease the nitrate plants 
and sell surplus power, building 
transmission lines if necessary.

10 Men Arrested In Killing 
Of Covington Forest Ranger| 


ANDALUSIA, Ala., April 8. 
Ten arrests have been made in an 
effort to solve the mysterious slay- 
ing of Will Tubberville, forest rid- 
ey for the Jackson Lumber Com 
pany, of Lockhart, whose mangled 
body with two bullet holes through 
the heart was found lying in a 
woods just across the county line, 
east of Green Bay in Geneva Coun- 
ty on the morning of March 17, 
following a forest fire which Tub- 
berville helped to extinguish dur- 
ing the previous night. 

Ed Lawrence, Carl Bebee and D. 
Wadford were arrested Friday and 
are being held in the Covington 
County jail, John Hayes and J. D. 
Lawrenee are being held in the 
Brewton jail, Jim and Harvey Mar- 
tin were arrested and lodged in 
the jail at Evergreen, while Will 
Jordan, Ben Aplin, and Homer 
Jackson are being held in the Ge» 
neva jail. 

Nine of the 10 men are farmers 
who live in the section where the 
slaying occurred, Jordan is a State 
forester, Hayes and Lawrence five 
in Geneva County, while the oth- 
ey seven farmers live in Coving- 
ton County. 

Sheriff Tom Gantt and his chief 
deputy, Brake Gantt, of Covington 
County, assisted by Chief Deputy 
Sheriff J. F. Hall, of Geneva Coun-

The State Forestry Department 
has announced it has posted a re- 
ward of $200 for the arrest and 
conviction of the parties who slew 
Tubberville, and the Jackson Lum- 
ber Company has offered a like 
rveward. 

The gruesome crime was reveal- 
ed early on the morning of Friday, 
March 17, following an all-night 
search, Tubberville was last seen 
alive about 11 o’clock Thursday 
nieht, March 16, after he and a 
crew of fire fighters had extinguish- 
ed a raging forest fire near where 
the hody was found 

It is believed by officers that the 
forest ranger Was killed on the spot 
and the body left lying in the road 
and was later run over by an auto~ 
mobile driven by Forester Will 
Jordan, who was searching for 
Tubberville. 

Officers also believe the killers 
returned to their victim, taking no 
chances that he might not be dead, 
and fired two bullets through his 
heart. 

Officers base this theory on the 
absence of any signs of blood about 
the wound and the fact that the 
two bullet holes through the vic- 
tim’s garments were directly over 
the wounds and two empty .82 cal- 
iber pistol hulls were lying on the 
body, indicating that he was run 
over by the automobile before he 
was shot, The body had not been 
disturbed after it was shot, they 
stated. 

It is also believed by officers 
that Tubberville was shot with his 
own gun, of .82 caliber, which has 
not been located. 

Two bullets taken from the body 
of the forester and a .82 caliber 
pistol taken from Jackson are in 
possession of Sheriff Gantt. He 
made known that he will send the 
bullets and the gun to a ballistic 
expert to determine if the gun was 
used in the slaying,

Practically complete agreement 
has been reached between the Sen 
ate and House committees on bank- 
ing and currency and between 
these committees and President 
Roosevelt, Secretary of the Treas 
ury Woodin and members of the 
Federal Reserve Board, Minor dif- 
ferences remain, but they place no 
obstacle in the path of enactment 
early date of legislation 
Which promises to revolutionize 
banking in the United States and 
Which unquestionably will place an 
end to all lack of confidence in the 


banks which participate in the 
terms of the legislation. 
Representative Henry B. Stea- 


gall, of Alabama, chairman of the 
House committee, and Senator Car 
ter Glass, of Virginia, chief spon 
sor of banking legislation in the 
Senate committee, have been in al- 
most daily conference recently and 
have reached a working agreement 
on the major banking bill. Both 
have conferred with the President 
and his aides, Congressman Stea- 
gall having been at the White 
House Friday, The two banking 
leaders are in full accord on the 
principles of the legislation, al- 
though they differ slightly as to 
few details. 

A bill has been agreed upon be- 
tween Steagall and Glass which is 
to embody in the main the chief 
features of the Glass bill which 
Was passed by the Senate last Win- 
ter but which was not considered 
in the House and which also will 
contain a deposit guaranty or in- 
surance feature embodying sub- 
stantially the plans of the Steagall 
bill which the House of the last 
Congress passed but which was not 
brought to a vote in the Senate. 

It is understood the bill has the 
approval of President Roosevelt 
and the Treasury Department.

viding for separation of affiliates 
from national banks, divorcement 
of investment banking from com- 
mercial banking, prohibition of in- 
terlocking directorates, increasing 
the minimum capital of national 
banks, ete. 

The Steagall guarantee provision 
is superimposed upon the liquidat- 
ing section. The latter provides 
a method of paying off depositors 
part of their claims against closed 
banks, The guarantee plan pro- 
vides for a corporation with an ini- 
tial fund of about $500,000,000 
with the right to expand four times 
this amount by issuing its obliga- 
tions. The initial fund will be 
raised by taking from the Treasury 
$150,000,000 of the money paid 
into it by the Federal Reserve 
Banks in lieu of a franchise tax; 
approximately another $150,000,- 
000 by taking half of the surplus 
of the Federal Reserve Banks, with 
the right to assess banks partici- 
pating in the system not to exceed 
one-fourth of one per cent on all 
deposits. The fund would be kept 
up by a charge against participat- 
ing banks of one-fourth of one per 
cent on all loans, to be collected 
by the banks and held until called 
for if needed. 

This system would apply fully 
to all banks which are members of 
the Federal Reserve System, insur- } 
ing their deposits 100 per cent.

14,254 Pensioners In State 
Are To Be Taken From Roll 


BIRMINGHAM, April 4.—-More 
than 14,000 Alabama veterans 
now receiving disability allowances 
for injuries or illness not incurred 
in active service with the military 
forces of the World War will be 
stricken from the Veterans Admin 
istration, it was shown Monday by 
T. J. Calvert, regional manager 
here, 

The action, taken under Presi 
dent Roosevelt’s new schedule of 
veterans benefits, will result in a 
saving of approximately $211,000 
in the amount paid to these Ala 
baima veterans, 

Disability allowance claims in 
the state totaled 14, 867 in Febru 
ary und the total amount paid out 
Was $228,680.65, Calvert said, Of 
the total number of veterans re 
ceiving benefits, 682 are classed as 
total and permanent cases and re- 


ceive $40 a month each, Under 
the new sehedule these veterans 
will remain on the lists but at a 


figure of $20 a month. 

The remainder of the class, num- 
bering 14,285, will be stricken 
from the lists. The new schedules 
will be effective July 1. 

Approximately 6,800 veterans in 
the state are receiving disability 
compensation for service connect 
ed injuries or illness, Calvert said, 
These will yemain on the list, but 
some reduction may be made. 

Jetween $00 and 1,000 Alabamn 
veterans are receiving hospitaliza 
tion, about 70 per cent of them 
for non-service connected disabili- 
ties. A large number of these 
cases will be cut off, but Calvert 
was unable to estimate the saving. 

The new regulations allow hos- 
pitalization of all service connect- 
ed diseases, total disability for 
non-service connected cases and

ANDALUSIA, Ala., April 8. 
Ten arrests have been made in an 
effort to solve the mysterious slay- 
ing of Will Tubberville, forest rid- 
cy for the Jackson Lumber Com- 
pany, of Lockhart, whose mangled 
body with two bullet holes through 
the heart was found lying in a 
woods just across the county line, 
east of Green Bay in Geneva Coun- 
ty on the morning of March 17, 
following a forest fire which Tub- 
berville helped to extinguish dur- 
ing the previous night, 

ied Lawrence, Carl Bebee and D. 
Wadford were arrested Friday and 
are being held in the Covington 
County jail, John Hayes and J. D. 
Lawrence are being held in the 
Brewton jail, Jim and Harvey Mar- 
tin were arrested and lodged in 
the jail at Evergreen, while Will 
Jordan, Ben Aplin, and Homer 
Jackson ave being held in the Ge- 
neva jail. 

Nine of the 10 men are farmers 
who live in the section where the 
slaying occurred. Jordan is a State 
forester, Hayes and Lawrence live 
in Geneva County, while the oth- 
ey seven farmers live in Coving- 
ton County. 

Sheriff Tom Gantt and his chief 
deputy, Brake Gantt, of Covington 
County, assisted by Chief Deputy 
Sheriff J, F. Hall, of Geneva Coun- 
ty, have been working continuous- 
ly on the case since the body was 
found. The officers declared to- 
day they had several clues, but re- 
fused to divulge the nature of 
them. 

The State Forestry Department 
has announced it has posted a re- 
ward of $200 for the arrest and 
conviction of the parties who slew 
Tubberville, and the Jackson Lum- 
ber Company has offered a like 
reward, 

The gruesome crime was reveal- 
ed early on the morning of Friday, 
March 17, following an all-night 
search, Tubberville was last seen 
alive about 11 o’clock Thursday 
night, March 16, after he and a 
crew of fire fighters had extinguish- 
ed a raging forest fire near where 
the body was found, 

It is believed by officers that the 
forest ranger was killed on the spot 
and the body left lying in the road 
and was later run over by an auto- 


mobile driven by Forester Will 
Jordan, who was searching for 
Tubberville. 


Officers also believe the killers 
returned to their victim, taking no 
chances that he might not be dead, 
and fired two bullets through his 
heart.

14,254 Pensioners In State 
Are To Be Taken From Roll 


BIRMINGHAM, April 4.—-More 
than 14,000 Alabama veterans 
now receiving disability allowances 
for injuries or illness not incurred 
in active service with the military 
forces of the World War will be 
stricken from the Veterans Admin 
istration, it was shown Monday by 
T. J. Calvert, regional manager 
here, 

The action, taken under Presi 
dent Roosevelt’s new schedule of 
veterans benefits, will result in a 
saving of approximately $211,000 
in the amount paid to these Ala 
baima veterans, 

Disability allowance claims in 
the state totaled 14, 867 in Febru 
ary und the total amount paid out 
Was $228,680.65, Calvert said, Of 
the total number of veterans re 
ceiving benefits, 682 are classed as 
total and permanent cases and re- 


ceive $40 a month each, Under 
the new sehedule these veterans 
will remain on the lists but at a 


figure of $20 a month. 

The remainder of the class, num- 
bering 14,285, will be stricken 
from the lists. The new schedules 
will be effective July 1. 

Approximately 6,800 veterans in 
the state are receiving disability 
compensation for service connect 
ed injuries or illness, Calvert said, 
These will yemain on the list, but 
some reduction may be made. 

Jetween $00 and 1,000 Alabamn 
veterans are receiving hospitaliza 
tion, about 70 per cent of them 
for non-service connected disabili- 
ties. A large number of these 
cases will be cut off, but Calvert 
was unable to estimate the saving. 

The new regulations allow hos- 
pitalization of all service connect- 
ed diseases, total disability for 
non-service connected cases and

ANDALUSIA, Ala., April 8. 
Ten arrests have been made in an 
effort to solve the mysterious slay- 
ing of Will Tubberville, forest rid- 
cy for the Jackson Lumber Com- 
pany, of Lockhart, whose mangled 
body with two bullet holes through 
the heart was found lying in a 
woods just across the county line, 
east of Green Bay in Geneva Coun- 
ty on the morning of March 17, 
following a forest fire which Tub- 
berville helped to extinguish dur- 
ing the previous night, 

ied Lawrence, Carl Bebee and D. 
Wadford were arrested Friday and 
are being held in the Covington 
County jail, John Hayes and J. D. 
Lawrence are being held in the 
Brewton jail, Jim and Harvey Mar- 
tin were arrested and lodged in 
the jail at Evergreen, while Will 
Jordan, Ben Aplin, and Homer 
Jackson ave being held in the Ge- 
neva jail. 

Nine of the 10 men are farmers 
who live in the section where the 
slaying occurred. Jordan is a State 
forester, Hayes and Lawrence live 
in Geneva County, while the oth- 
ey seven farmers live in Coving- 
ton County. 

Sheriff Tom Gantt and his chief 
deputy, Brake Gantt, of Covington 
County, assisted by Chief Deputy 
Sheriff J, F. Hall, of Geneva Coun- 
ty, have been working continuous- 
ly on the case since the body was 
found. The officers declared to- 
day they had several clues, but re- 
fused to divulge the nature of 
them. 

The State Forestry Department 
has announced it has posted a re- 
ward of $200 for the arrest and 
conviction of the parties who slew 
Tubberville, and the Jackson Lum- 
ber Company has offered a like 
reward, 

The gruesome crime was reveal- 
ed early on the morning of Friday, 
March 17, following an all-night 
search, Tubberville was last seen 
alive about 11 o’clock Thursday 
night, March 16, after he and a 
crew of fire fighters had extinguish- 
ed a raging forest fire near where 
the body was found, 

It is believed by officers that the 
forest ranger was killed on the spot 
and the body left lying in the road

EASTER 


Easter is observed by Christians 
in commemoration of the/resurrec- 
tion of Christ, but its observance 
is really an outgrowth of the Jew- 
ish Passover. 

There is no mention of Easter 
in the New Testament, nor in the 
writings of the apostolic fathers. 
In fact, neither Christ nor any of 
his opostles suggested the keeping 
of this or any other festival. 

But as most of the early Chris- 
tianes were drawn from the Jewish 
church, it was natural that many 
of the old Jewish festivals continu- 
ued to be observed by them and 
gradually passed into the Christian 
calendar, 

In the ancient church the cele- 
bration of Easter lasted eight days, 
but after the eleventh century, it 
Was limited to three, later to two, 
and finally to one. 

The proper time for the observ- 
ance of Baster has been the sub- 
ject of bitter controversy among 
various Christian groups, and at 
one time no less than seven ‘‘Hast- 
ers” were celebrated in a single 
year. In fact, the Greek church 
did not adopt the date used by the 
rest of the world until 1928, so 
that only during the last ten years 
has all of Christendom observed 
Faster simultaneously.

“Moses and Blijah’—What two 
more appropriate figures of Sacred 
History, now inhabitants of the 
Heavenly World, could have been 
sent to talk with Jesus about his 
coming sacrificial death than Moses 
and Elijah! Moses the prophet 
who had talked with God face to 
face, Elijah who was to come to 
prepare the way for the Messiah— 
and who did appear in the person- 
ality of John the Baptist. 

“Peter answereth and saith to 
Jesus, Rabbi . . .”’—This means 
simply that Peter, who with his 
natural boldness had more pres- 
ence of mind in face of the scene 
of great awe, spoke up and said, 
Master, it is good for us to be 
here, It is the nature of the Sem- 
itic speech to say someone “ans- 
wered” in this way, and more than 
one Biblical commentator has gone 
astray in puzzling over what had 
been said to Peter by Jesus or 
someone else that he should so ‘an- 
swer’! There are several instane- 
es where characters in the Bible 
“answer and say’? when they are 
entirely alone and no one has spok- 
en to them. ‘Rabbi’ means lit- 
erally “my great one.’’ Another 
form found in some translations is 
“Rabboni,’ which is Aramaic, 
whereas ‘rabbi’ is Hebrew. Be- 
ginning as a term of respect, it be- 
came the official designation of 
ministers in the Jewish religion. 

“For he knew not what to say 
(or to answer)’’—This sentence 
reveals the fact that Peter’s sug- 
gestion to build three tabernacles 
and remain on the mount was a 
foolish one. Moses and Elijah no 
longer needed earthly tabernacles, 
for they had houses not made with 
hands; the Master cared not to 
have a place to lay his head, for 
there was work to do in the valley, 
and another exaltation of himself 
(in crucifixion) that must soon 
take place on another mount, the 
mount of Golgotha! 

“A voice out of, the cloud’’— 
This was a Divine utterance for 
benefit of the three disciples, rep- 
resentatives of humanity in hear- 
ing this Heavenly approval set on 
Jesus in addition to that already 
given at the scene of his baptism. 

“A dumb spirit”—-The unfortun- 
ate boy was both insane and (prob- 
ably) mute, so that he could only 
make confused babblings which 
added to the pitifulness of his case. 

“And they were not able’-— 
What a condemnation of Jesus’ 
disciples before the world! They 
needed to learn the secret which 
Jesus simply taught them—"This 
kind can come out by nothing, save 
by prayer and fasting.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18. 


The administration bill to refi 
nance mortgages On small homes 
Was introduced in the House by 


Representative Henry B. Steagall, 
chairman of the banking and cur 
reney committee, and in the Sen- 
ate by Senator Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, the Democratic floor leader. 

“The bill authorizes the Federal 
Loan Bank board to organize an 
emergency corporation with a cap- 
ital stock of two hundred million 
dollars to be subseribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the 
funds to be allocated by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation,” 
Congressman Steagall said in ex- 
plaining the measure. “The emer- 
reney corporation is authorized to 
issue bonds to the amount of two 
billion dollars to mature in 18 
years with interest rate at four 
per cent per annum, the interest 
but not the principal to be guar- 
unteed by the Government. 

“The emergency corporation is 
nuthorized to exchange bonds for 
home mortgages for a period of 
three years and to make advances 
in cash covering taxes and assess: 
ments on home mortgages the 
amount not to exceed in any case 
SO per cent of the value of the 
property. No new loans are to be 
made, nor bonds exchanged for 


mortgages after a period of two} 


years, Home mortgages are to be 
refinanced by the Corporation and 
amortized under rules to be pre- 
seribed by the Corporation, the in- 
terest rates on mortgages is fixel 
at five per cent per annum, The 
emergency corporation is author- 
ized to grant extensions to any 
mortgagor on installment of prin- 
cipal or interest not to exceed at 
any time the premiums for a three- 
year period, - 

“The Corporation is authorized 
for a period of three years to make 
loans in cash on homes where the 
property is not mortgaged but in 
no cuse to exceed 80 per cent, and 
to be amortized during a period 
of 18 years. 

“The bill provides for the es- 
tablishment of associations to be 
known as the Federal Saving and 
Loan Associattens; such ~associa- 
tions to be authorized to make 
loans on homes duly secured by 
mortgages, Such associations are 
to become members of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized to 
prescribe for preferred shares in 
such associations which shall be 
entitled to dividends if earned. 
The subscriptions to such associa- 
tion shall not exceed the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars to 
any one association and the amount 
scheduled by the Secretary of the 
Treasury in such association shall 
in no case exceed the amount of 
individual shareholders in such as- 
sociation, One hundred million dol- 
lars is authorized to be appropri- 
ated out of the Treasury for pur- 
pose of supplying capital to such 
association.”

Attorney General Resents Slurs

Whatever excitement the decla- 
rations of Liebowitz may cause in 
Harlem, they will have no effect 
whatever upon Morgan County cit- 
izens, he says. 

Following is the 
Knight’s statement: 

“A statement in The New York 
Herald Tribune quoting Samuel 
Liebowitz as reflected upon the 
people of Morgan County and the 
members of the Heywood Patter- 
son jury, has been called to my 
attention. 

“Liebowitz is quoted as stating 
when asked how the jury could 
find the verdict it did, that: ‘If 
you ever saw those creatures; those 
bigots, whose mouths are slits in 
their faces, whose eyes pop out 
at you like frogs, whose chins drip 
tobaeeo juice, bewhiskered and 
filthy, you would not ask how they 
could do it.’ 

“Tf this statement was made by 
Liebowitz, it can be taken only as 
the wail of a contemptible loser. 
Particularly in view of the fact 
trat in his address to the jury, he 
lauded the people of Morgan Coun- 
ty and the members of the jury 
to the skies.

MONTGOMERY, April 16.—The 
State Forestry Department was 
| definitely advised yesterday in a 
letter from Robert Fechner, Diree- 
tor of Emergency Conservation 
Work, with headquarters at Wash- 
ington, that all enrolling in Ala- 
bama of applicants for unemploy- 
ment relief work in forestry pro- 
jects will be done by Thad Holt, 
Director of relief administration 
for this State. 

The letter, receipt of which was 
announced at the office of Col. 
Page S. Bunker, State Forester, 
is obviously a reply to the tele- 
gram forwarded by Col, Bunker 
recently to Mr. Fechner asking: ad- 
vice as to the registration of ap- 
plicants for forestal work provid- 
}ed by Act of Congress for relief 
of unemployment, and with what 
individual, organization or agency 
isuch registration should be made. 

Mr. Holt is expected to receive 
detailed information within the 
next few days from the national 
capital regarding enrollinaent of 
forestry workers, It is understood, 
however, that no new applications 
for work relief will be acted upon 
until the present lists of unem- 
ployed in Alabama are disposed of. 
These lists, it was learned, com- 
prise some 100,000 names,
